Dear Jean and Ben, 


Thanks for all the good, good Material. I had been wanting 
a history for the Shelby County Stricklands. I have read a 
few things about Tiger Jim Strickland. There is always two 
sides to all stories. One that I learned about 10 years ago 
from a telephone conversation may relate to Tiger Jim. It 
was told to me by a Kemp descendan tabout a group of people 
along the Sabine. This group did not think that slavery was 
right, especially when it allowed negroes to be beaten. If 
a black person came td one of them after being beaten, he 
would be hidden and sent down the Sabine to Orange. Hema 
ship would take him to Porte Rico and help him get a job. 

I believe this story is true, but hte person doing the 
research is dead. I doubt that -any records exist . They 
left no written records. 


The letter that I told about was: 

Fayetteville, Arkansas, Oct. 24, 1852, to N.S. Strickland, 
Many, La. From E.T. Nicholson. He just mentions about his 
sorrow of parting in Orleans after such a long trip together. 
He told about having to go 300 miles overland after the water 
was too low. The ovérland cost #40. He is in business of 
blacksmith. Noah had kept the letter in his bill fold for 
about twelve years. 


Now how about this***? I wrote to:

Washington, D.C. 20409 


I asked for Edmund Merritt's land patent in Wilcox County, Ala. 
It was just a chance. It worked. It was from the intended 
capitol--€haba* Cahaba. Vol. 18, page 305. On 12 Jan, 1820 
he made a down payment on 157 acres of South West quarter of 
Section 18, Township No. b (or 6) of Range 5. By the 13th of 
March of that year he had paid i/4 of the cost. He was to pay 
1/4th each year. On the 17th of May 1823 $45.70 was paid which 
included $4#6° &4.46 interest. Then on 28 March 1825 Noah 
and Joseph Agee pay the land out and it becomes Noah Agee'ts 
patent, 

Here is the interesting thing: 


On 13th of March 1820 Edmund “erritt is given a S&ft# Receipt 
No, 10656 for his 1/4th payment (It looks like this)

He had already paid 24.39 3/4 
Tata/ $ 121,98 1/2 
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I found Darien as the county seat of MeIntosh County, Georgia, 
It is over on the seaco$t of Georgia. Well! Why did Edmund 
have money in so many different states. The word Planters was 
more in line with the second listing; but it did not seem to tie 
in with any special one or all, I don't know enough about 
panking history at that time. 


Well, I thought that you might take a guess as * did and 
assume that your Henry Strickland's fathers name was Henry 
and that he bought land from the government. Another address 
I have been referred to for Land grant or Patent maps is ;

I read one foot note that said there were may petitions 
in the Legislative Papers concerning land for half-breeds after 
the Gresk Indian Nar of 1612 and one in particular mentioned the 
Hales. I wrote to the National Archives and requested copies 
of the referenced Legislative Papers. They told me that I had 
to get permission in weiting from ‘the Clerk of the House of 
Representatives and send it with mgurregquest to the Archives. 

I did this and got copies of the petitions signed by the Hale 
brothers and affidevits made by other people concerning the 
Hales.
